COKRESFO.VDENCE BETWEEN LEE AND 
POPE— ARRIVAL OE OCR PRISONERS IN 
RICHMOND— GEN. McCLELLAM REPORTED 
KILLED— THE INVASION UP MARYLAND. 

THE LATE BATTLES NORTH OF THE 
HAMMOCK.

The following intelligence is the latest 
we have been able to see. The first letter 
is from General Lee to President Davis; 
ilKAtig as Army Northwestern Va. 1 
Chantilly, Sept. 3, 1862. ’ } 
Uis Excellency, Jefferson Davis , President 
Ooi\fedcrate States qf America r 
Mr. President r My letter of the 30th 
ult. will have informed your Excellency of 
the progress of this army to that date. 
General Longstreet's division, having ar- 
rived the day previous, was formed in order 
of battle on the right of General Jackaon, 
who had been engaged with the enemy 
since morning resisting an attack com- 
menced on the 28th. The enemy, on the 
latter day, was rigorously repulsed, leav- 
ing his numerous dead and wouuded on the 
field. His attack ou the morning of the 
29th was feeble, but became warmer in the 
afternoon, when he was again repulsed by 
both wings of the army. His loss on this 
day, as stated in his published report, here- 
with enclosed, amounted to 8,000 killed 
and wounded- 

The enemy being re-enforced, renewed 
the attack on ihe afternoon of the 30th, 
when a general advance of both wings of 
the army was ordered, and after a tierce 
combat, wbich raged until after nine 
o dock, be was completely defeated, and 
driven beyond Bull Run. The darkness of 
the night, his destruction of the stone 
bridge after crossing, aud the uncertainty 
of the fords, stopped the pursuit. 

The next morning the enemy was dis- 
covered in the strong position at Center- 
ville, and the army

GENUAL LEE's OPINION.

The Richmond Enquirer learns from a 
discreet gentleman, who was present, that 
General Lee declared the vietory of Satur- 
day to be the most decisiveof the war. The 
enemy were slain in vast numbers, and 
were thoroughly routed, going off in less 
disorder, indeed, than the former Bull Run 
stampede, but thoroughly demoralized. The 
largest estimate ef our lose, as compared 
with that of the enemy, was one-fourth. 
Others stated that it was not more than an 
eighth. Immediately after the battle, for-

ing in his efforts to get off the wounded as 
quickly as possible. With few exceptions, 
uo blankets and clotking were furnisheJ, 
although great numbers were almost in a 
state of nudity. Fortunately, there was 
only one day of rain.

his right. Upon reaching Ox Hill, on the 
1st of September, he was again discovered 
in our front on the heights of Germantown, 
and about 6 p. m. made a spirited attack 
upon the front and right of our column, 
with a view of apparently covering the 
withdrawal of his trains on the Center- 
ville road, and masking his retreat. Our 
position was maintained, with but slight 
loss ou both sides. Major-General Kearney 
was left by the enemy dead on the field. 
During the night the enemy fell back to 
Fairfax Courthouse, and abandoned his 
position at Centerville. Yesterday, about 
noon, he evacuated Fairfax Courthouse, 
taking the roads, as reported to me, to 
Alexandria and Washington. 

I have as yet been unable to get official 
reports of our loss or captured in these va- 
rious engagements. Many gallant officers 
have been killed er wounded. Of the Gen- 
eral officers, Ewell, Trimble, Taliaferro, 
Fields, Jenkins, and Mahone have been re- 
ported wounded; Cols. Means, Marshall,Bay- 
lor, Neff, and Gadberry killed. About 7,000 
prisoners have already been paroled, about 
the same number of small arms oollected from 
the field, and thirty pieces of cannon cap- 
tured, besides a number of wagonq ambu- 
lances, &c. A large number of arms still 
remain on the ground. For want of trans- 
portation valuable stores had to be destroyed 
as captured, whil$ the enemy, at their vari- 
ous depots, are reported to have burned 
many millions of property in tb*ir retreat. 
Nothing could surpass the gallantry and 
endurance of the troops, who have cheer- 
fully borne every danger and hardship, 
both on the battle-field and march.

The Lynchburg Republican, of Saturday, 
contains the following telegram: 

Harrisonburg, Sept. 6, 1802. — Northern 
papers of the 3d have been received here. 
Circumstantial accounts of the death of Mc- 
Clellan are contained in Baltimore papers. 
He was wounded in the fight of Saturday, 
at Manassas, and died Sunday. 

The Republican remarks editorially: The 
confirmation of the death of Gen. George B. 
McClellan, published iu another partof our 
paper, is fraught with much to us of either 
good or evil. Should the Northern mind 
haTe been wrapped up in him as a com- 
mander as much as that influential sheet, 
the New York Herald, seemed to be, either 
a howl of mingled rage and pain will go up 
from the Yankee nation, or else a stupefac- 
tion at the extent of their losses may make 
them pause to review the ground of the 
contest. 

To our mind McClellan was, by far, the 
ablest of their generals, and we had a 
certain feeling of respect for him, believ- 
ing that he might have passed as a gentle- 
man had his association been different; 
bat serving an unscrupulous master, one 
Abe Lincoln, familiarly known as the 
“Rail-splitter," he seemed to have assimi- 
lated in spirit with his confreres as with 
the multitude of public men of the North, 
who could have made a name to posterity 
for magnanimity and fair dealing, even 
with an enemy; he has passed into the 
shades of eternity with blood guiltiness 
on his soul, a victim to the lust of power. 

General McClellan was known to some of 
our citizens, aud was looked on as possess 
ing fair literary abilities, but his talents 
as a commander were hid under a bushel 
-no soon as he was placed in a position to 
displav any he might possess. 

Let us hope that his countrymen had a 
higher opinion of him than we have. His 
death then may be our gain. 

THE FOINTS WHERE THE RERELS CROSSED 
INTO MARYLAND. 

[From the Richmond Dispatch, Sept. 8.] 

We also have information that on Thurs- 
day morning two divisions of our army — 
one under Jackson and the other under 
Longstreet — left Dranesville at eight o’clock, 
and took up the line of march for the Poto- 
mac, one crossing the river at Edward's 
Ferry to Poolesville, in Maryland, and the 
other at White’s Ferry, a short distance 
lower down. Nothing had been heard since 
this important movement had been made, 
though our informant, an offioer of the army 
directly from Manassas, says the general 
opinion is that the Yankee capital is ere 
this completely invested from the Maryland 
side, its railroad communication cut off, and 
but one mode of escape opened to the be- 
sieged, and that down the Potomac. 

REBEL MOVEMENTS.

Yesterday being Bnnday, the usual va- 
riety of rumors were a Boat. Those which

The enemy are 
supposed to be waiting for re-enforcements; 
but if this view of the case is correct, they 
must expect a very formidable addition 
to their force, if they depend upon it to 
compensate them for the rapid augmenta- 
tion of obstacles in the way of their ad- 
vance to the Ohio river. There is no ques- 
tion that the late movements of the enemy 
indicate a strength aud gravity of purpose 
on their part, in the advance which they 
have made, with which publio opinion iu 
the North has scarcely oredited them up to 
this time. The appinrauce is not that they 
have made a dash or a raid, but that their 
intention is at least to hold Kentucky. It 
is obvious, too, that they depend upon 
Bragg s army to take care of that of Buell, 
and the theory that they were retreatiug to 
avoid being cut off by the latter passes 
away. Obviously this is the time l'or the 
exercise on the part of the military author- 
ities of the keenest vigilance and the ut- 
most energy, that no advantage may be 
gained by our quick and desperate loe. —

The Forces or the Enemy in Front. — 
We have information that we regard relia- 
ble as to the force of the cuemy, which ad- 
vanced this side of Florence last week. — 
Twelv** regiments of infantry marched 
through Florence, with a squadron of cav- 
alry, numbering something over one hun- 
dred, and twenty-two pieces of artillery.— 
Their regimeuts would not average more 
than five hundred and fifty effective men 
each. The whole force was, therefore, about 
eight thousand. The men were waywern 
and weatherbeaten, and did not display 
much spirit. They had a heavy baggage 
train, composed chiefly of wagons, with 
mules and horses taken at Richmond, and of 
wagons and horses impressed from the farm- 
ers of Kentucky. The men were confi- 
dent that they were about to take Cincin- 
nati. One of their generals, a thin-faced, 
keen-eyed man named Reynolds, said that 
he could storm our lines easily enough. He 
professed to have no doubt of his ability to 
do the job in forty-five minutes. On the re- 
treat there were many stragglers. It is 
probable that the enemy had more than the 
one squad of cavalry seen by our informant. 
They obtained near one hundred recruits in 
Florence and the surrounding country. —

Washington, Sept. 15. 

The Star says that at nine a. m. to-day 
the engagement at Burnside's position bad 
not been renewed. He wa9 then in undis- 
puted possession of the advantageous crest 
of the mountain from which he drove the 
enemy the night before. The firing that 
commenced at daybreak to-day was an 
attack of the enemy on Franklin's corps, 
on the road to Harper’s Ferry. No direct 
communication was had with that corps at 
9 o’clock this morning. The telegraph 
operator at Point of Rocks reports that 
Franklin was heavily engaged this morn- 
ing some miles in front of him (the operator). 

The division or army corps that yester- 
day morning occupied Hagerstown was not 
in yesterday's action, though it hastily re- 
traced its steps in order to be in the fight 
to-dsy.

The rebels in the fight say that Beaure- 
gard is expected to join them to-day with 
an army forty thousand strong.

Burnside’s position, wen 
from the enemy in yesterday’s battle, com- 
mands the only road from Hagerstown to 
the position where Franklin is fighting, we 
believe, to-day; hence its great importance. 
To lose it will be most damaging to the 
enemy. 

Memphis, Sept. 18. 

The Evening Bulletin has the foUew ing 
in relation to the Cold W ater affair : 

On Monday Col. Grierson, with 370 men, 
cam* up with the enemy beyond Cold W a- 
ter, near Cochran’s Crow- roads. They 

were a portion of Jackson’s and Pierson s 
cavalry and a number of infhntry, amount- 
ing to about 800 or 1,000. They were well 
posted, and commenced the attack, but were 
driven two and a half miles threugh heavy 
timber in the affair. Four of the enemy 
were killed and 70 or 80 wounded. 

That night Griereen encamped between 
Cress Ronds and Htraando, and remained 
during Wednesday In Hernando. The next 
tugrmng he moved In the direction of 
Cohlwnter, and cam* oath* enemy s pickets 
at Coldwater bridge, behind which they lay 
in force. They tred the bridge and moved

quantities of lumber iu the aperture of a 
! bridge on the Lamb Tavern road, the water 
soon carried away the opposiug obstacles, 
and rushing over the remaining abutments 
of the bridge precipitated itself with over- 
whelming force through the low country 
lying west of the Norristown Railroad. So 
great was the foroe of the immense volume 
of water thus pushing itself forward, that 
in what seemed to be only a few minutes it 
had crossed the bridge at Broad street, 
above Turner’s lane, and apparently in- 
creasing in velocity, carried away a por- 
tion of the embankment immediately west 
of the Norristown Railroad. Dashing un- 
der the bridge at that point, and speeding 
over the intervening space, it poured forth 
an irresistible current through the streets 
aud by-ways of Seventeenth and Sixteenth 
wards, spending its remaining force along 
the Deiware front. 

The average height of the water in some 
streets was about five feet, aud its extreme 
height, in many places along its devastat- 
ing course, was nine feet. In mauy cases 
the ground-floors of dwellings were covered 
to the depth of two or three feet, and when 
the waters had subsided a bed of slimy mud 
was left behind, in which the lower extrem- 
ities of everything, animate or inanimate, 
were totally invisible. 

The only case in which an actual loss of 
life occurred, was that of three childreu, 
daughters of Mr. Peter Wolf, whose resi- 
dence was at 1634 Mifflin street, below Ox- 
ford. 14 appears that the children with 
their mother were endeavoring to get out of 
the house, when the water entered the open 
doorway. The mother succeeded in effect* 
ing her egress, while her offspring were 
overwhelmed by the rushing torrent and 
drowned before she could render them any 
assistance. The girls were named Mary, 
Fredericka, and Wilhelmina, aged respect- 
ively eight, Zen, and twelve years. The 
father of the unfortunate victims is an em- 
ployee in a morocco factory on Third street, 
and when notified of the loss of his darlings 
became almost frantic. 

The bodies of the three girls were re- 
covered about au hour and a half after the 
fatal occurrence, and were immediately re- 
moved to the residence of a brother-in-law 
of Mr. Wolfs, Mr. George Hinger, No. 1607 
North 8ixth street. During the afternoon 
of yesterday, a large crowd of people, de- 
sirous of seeing the bodies, congregated 
about the house, and the attendance of a 
force of policemen was rendered necessary 
to prevent the admission of those not enti- 
tled to enter. It is reported that two girls, 
named Catharine Collins and Mary Mc- 
Grann, were carried away and drowned. 
Nothing definite is known of their fate, 
their bodies having not yet been recovered.

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Headquarters from Hudson, to Ihfe effect 
that there has been severe skirmishing in 
Scotland county, between Col. Kntzner, 
commanding a body of fifty-three Enrolled 
Militia, and Dunn’s guerrillas, ninety 
strong.

Similar 
reports are constantly coming in. Wher- 
ever found, these rebel parties that long ago 
seemed so formidable, are attacked and 
beaten. Regarding the inroad of Hindman 
and Rains from Arkansas, measures have 
been taken that will speedily check them.

In conformity with your verbal instruc- 
tions, I placed him under arrest, and have 
confined him in Lite Military Prison. I 
seised the books of the jail, and made a 
detail of fifty (60) contrabands named in 
said books. Seventeen (17) of the contra- 
bands had been placed in the jail by the 
Provost Marshal of this city, under orders 
from Major General Gilbert.; thirty-three 
(63) of the fftjr (56) had been regularly 
committed by ike State authorities as run- 
aways. Oot of the fifty (60) thus detailed. 
I found three unfit for service, which I 
left in prison, leaving forty- seven (47) in 
my possession, to be delivered to Captain 
Cochrane, which was done, I having sent 
them to the point designated in your order, 
under guard, commanded by Lieut. Sutton. 
Company II, Provost Guards. 

Believing that Mr. Thomas resistance 
to the execution of the order was dictated 
from a sense of his duty to protect property 
committed to his charge. I would recom- 
mend that he be discharged.

near this city. We presume the military 
would have a right to impress any amount 
of laborers needed for the safety of the 
city; and those in the jail as well as others; 
and just now the latter can he so employed 
without inconvenience to any one. 

The thirty-three committed to the care of 
the jailer by a civil process, he could not, 
of course, consent to release, except to an 
overruling force; so that the responsi- 
bility would not rest on him. In refusing 
his consent, he only did his duty as a civil 
officer while we see no impropriety, if the 
necessity required it, in the military im- 
pressing these negroes iuto the service 
when their labor is needed, it will be seen 
that the order requires these contrabands to 
be returned each night to the Provost Mar- 
shall. 

These negroes have, we presume, been 
enticed aw ay or carried away front their 
owners. It is the duty of the military to 
return them to the civil authorities when 
the necessity ceases. In the meantime they 
are safe iu the bauds of the l'rovost Guard, 
this order having nothing to do with the 
question of ownership — of freedom or slave-

Gallm>oli 8, O ; Sept. 15. 

We are jet without particulars of the late 
battle at Charlestown. AU accounts agree, 
however, that the enemy were severely 
haudlod and repulsed, with great slaughter. 

Colonel Lightburn gave the citizens of 
Charlestown one hour’s notice on which to 
leave the town. 

Refugees say that our troops marched 
through the streets of Charlestown going 
toward Elk river, in admirable order, with 
bands, playing, and formed their line of 
battle as if on dress parade. 

This place is full of refugees and con- 
irabands, who cauie down the Kanawha in 
boats from every direction, most of whom 
are in destitute circumstances. 

Col. Lightburn took the Ripley road, going 
towards Kavenswood, on tbe Ohio river, 
where he arrived this evening, bringing 
his trains through in safety. Steamers 
have been sent to his assistance. 

Our loss is yet unknown. 

The Forty-seventh Ohio, Ninth Virginia, 
and one company of the Second VirgiRia 
cavalry, who were cut oif at Suinmersville 
succeeded in joining Col. Lightburn, and 
were in the fight at Charlestown. 

There arc five hundred sick and wounded 
soldiers at this place, having been seat 
from Charlestown before the fight took 
place. The churches, schoolhouses, and 
courthouse are full. 

The enemy is suppased to be moving 
slowly down the Kanawha. 

Boonsboro, Sept. 15. 1 

The hattle of South Mountain was fought 
yesterday, resulting in a complete victory 
to the army of the Potomac. The battlefield 
was located in a gorge of the mountain on 
the turnpike between Middletown and 
Boonesboro. Endegvoring to ascertain the 
rebel strength and position, about l’Jo'clock 
Gen. Iteno ordered the ascent of the moun- 
tain on the left, and made an attack on the 
enemy’s flank.- At 8 o’clock Reno’s troops 
got into action, and the battle, being prin- 
cipally with musketry, raged terribly for 
half an hour, when the enemy gave way, 
leaving onr men in possessession of that 
portion of the ridge. The loss on both sdes 
is considerable. We had not a General or 
field officer injured at this point excepting 
Keno, who was killed by a Minnie ball 
passing through his body. 

Hooker, commanding McDowell's corps 
and the Pennsylvania Reserves, ascended 
the mountain on the right for the purpose 
of making an attack ou the rebels' left. 
He got his troops into position, and moved 
upon the enemy two hours before sundown. 
Here, as in the case of other parts of the 
mountain, our troops were successful in 
driving the enemy before them with great 
slaughter. 

The rebels Lere suffered more than at 
any other point of the battle-field. Hatch, 
commanding adivision under Hooker, was 
wounded in the leg. Gibbons' brigade, 
composed of the 2d, Gth, and 7te Wisconsin, 
and the 19th Indiana, were ordered to 
move to George Mountain. This division 
did not get into action until after dark, 
which lasted till nearly 9 o'clock. The 
brigade lost 120 killed und wounded 
Among the wounded is Capt. Caldwell of 
the 2d Wisconsin. 

The rebels were driven back about a mile, 
wheu Gibbou s brigade was relieved by 
Sumner's corp', which held the position 
during the night. 

The rebel troops engaged were Long- 
street’s, J>. H. Hill s, and A. P. Bill’s corps. 

Had our troops two hours more of day- 
light, the greater portion of the rebel army 
would have been taken prisoners, as they 
were surrounded ou all sides, and their 
only mode of escape being a narrow defile 
in the mountain, w hich artillery could soon 
have made impassable. 

Among the rebel officers killed, were 
Gen. Garland, of Leesburg, aud Colonel 
Strong, of the Nineteenth vir^ inia. The 
body of the latter was obtained to-day by 
a flag of trace. 

At daylight this morning our w orst fears 
were reaHxed: the rebels under cover of the 
night, had left on their way to the Poto- 
mac. They went to this place, two miles 
from the mountain, and there took the 
I road to 8harp8burg. 

They left all their dead on the field, and 
those of their wouuded not able to walk, 
were found in the churches at Boonesboro. 

Gen. McClellan was on the field during 
the whole day and night, conducting all 
movements in person. Between twelve 
and fifteen hundred prisoners were taken 
during the day, mostly by Hooker s troops. 
Vesterday Franklin’s corps advanced by a 
mountain pass six miles nearer Harpers 
Ferry, and engaged the enemy, holding 
that pass tor about three hours resulting in 
the complete route of the enemy with 
heavy loss. 

Our loss in this action waa about two 
hundred and fifty killed and wounded. 
Ihe rebel loss during the day and night 
was fully fifteen thousand killed, wounded, 

and missing.
